OUR COURT OF GHANGERY, 


Wherein Lawyers and Lit- 
igants Grow Old and 
Sometimes Die. 


Deplorable Condition of the 
Docket of the State 
Supreme Court. 


Causes of Vast Importance Pending 
for Years at Jefferson City. 


The Highest State Tribunal, Nearly Three 
Years Behind Its Docket, Furnishes 
Means to the Unserupulous to Thwart 
Justice—Litigation Increasing Beyond 
the Capacity of the Court—How Criminal 
Prosecutions Are Worn Out, Notwith- 
standing the Best Efforts of the Judges — 
Causes Which Have Become Antique— 
Seme Sample Cases Which Read Like 
Scraps of Ancient History—A Talk With 
the Chief Justioe—Urgent Necessity fora 


Court Commission. . 
HE judicial machinery 
of the ship of State is 
clogged. Every liti- 
gant in Missouri who 
undertakes to avail 
himself of the right to 
exhatist the legal re- 
sources guaranteed 
him finds himself a 
party, to a suit parallel 
to the famous cause of 
Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce. In fact, the satire of 
the great novelist would apply as pointedly 
to the Missouri Supreme Court to-day as 
iv did to the English Court of Chancery. 
A decision cannot now bé obtained in the or- 
dinary course from the Supreme Court until 
three years after the submissior of the cause. 
Assuaging time can have no grievance against 
the Missouri Supreme Court. The complaints 
of lawyers and litigayts throughout the State 
have been so numerous that an estigation 
was undertaken, anf ttfe results show tlie 
complaint to be well founded, and that the 
effect of the present condition of things is 
not only to delay, but often to abso- 
lutely deny justice to litigants. The 
railroad attorneys are even now telling 
between themselves of a case wherein two 
minors through their guardians sued for in- 
juries sustained, and since establishing their 
case successfully in the lower court the three 


parties to the suit have died during the delay 


in disposing of the appeal which pfomises a 
eonfirmation of their victory in the lower 
court. The uselessness of taking pressing 
cases tothe Supreme Court has been tbe sub- 
ject of discussion in court, corridor and club 
among the lawyers in this city. 
Some. startling explanations have been 
offered and accepted for the deplorable 
condition ofthecourt. These, onan investi- 
gation made by a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH at the Capitol, were found to be un- 
true. The fact ofthe matteris that age and 
ill health have incapacitated Judge Ray for 
shouldering an equal share ofthe work with 
his associates, and the burden accordingly 
devolves upon Judges Norton, Sherwood, 
Black and Brace. There are now upwards of 
700 cases pending. The average num- 
ber of appeals per annum is already in excess 
of the capacity of the court in its present con- 
dition for disposing of the cases and is steadily 
increasing. Theonlyretiefto be expected is 
from acommission appointed by the Legisla- 
ture or from the people through constitutional 
amendments submitted by the* Levislature 
which will not meet until January,‘ 1889. 

The clogged condition of the Supreme Court 
has become chronic. In 1875 the court was 


ALMOST HOPELESSLY BIHIND 

with its business. Bythe Constitution which 
went into efféct in that year the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals was created for tie purpose 
of relieving the Supreme Court. The first ses- 
sion of that tribunal was held January 1, 1876. 
This failed to give the much-needed relief 
from the congested condition, and by: an act 
of the Legislature in 1881 a Supreme Court 
Commission wasjappointed. ThisCommission 
was composed of Messrs. John F, Phillips, 
Alexander Martin of this city and C. A. Wins- 
low. 

This Commission expired by limitation in 
1484, and went outof existence when there 
was still the greatest need of its services. An 
act to continue it was introduced, passed in 
the Senate and favored by every member in 
the House who bad sufficient intelligence to 
understand the condition of things. The Lege- 
islature of '83-84, however, passed a resolution 
for the submission ofan amendmentto the 
Constitution extending the jurisdiction of the 
St. Louis Courtof Appeals so as to cover the 
city of S8t. Louis end fifty-four counties 
and created another Court of Appeals with 
similar jurisdiction, embracing all that part of 
the State not included in the territory over 
which the St. Louis Court of Appeals was 
given jurisdiction and making all cases witbin 
the amendment which were appealable to 
these Courts of Appeal final in said eourts. At 
the November election in 1884 the amendment 
was carried and the new court at Kansas City 
was created, with jurisdiction over fthe 
Western part of the State. 8Since 
that date A large proportion of 
the cases avpealed under that amendment 
have reached final determination in 8t. Louis 
and Kansas City Courts of Appeal. Thejestab- 
lishment of the Courts of Appeal,in addition to 
the fact that they screened the cases going to 
the Supreme Court, afforded great relief to 
that tribunal, as under it the Supreme Court 
certified to the Courts of Appeal all cases 
pending on appeal which were exclusively 
witnin the appellate oe of the Courts 
of Appeal.

now pending. These will be heard at the rate 
of twenty per day, being either submitted on 
brief or argued orally. After hearing these 
cases the Court will adjourn for a stated pe- 
riod and retire to their consultation-room, a 
sacred precinct, wainscotted with bdriéfs, 
writs, transcripts, statements, arguments 
ana the graven choler and belligerence of 
thousands of litigante whose contentious 
claims are reduced to the various forms of 
permanency known to the law. Here the 
spring supplies are divided up among the 
judges aftera manner which, like the aim of 
Lesbia’s glances, ‘‘no one knoweth.’’ The 
judges then retire totheir chambers and con- 
sider the cases assigned them. After prepar- 
ing their opinions they again meet in the 
consultation room, and when the opinions are 
read the associates of the judge, having the 
case in charge, concur or dissent, and at the 
meeting of court the opinions are handed 
down, the concurrence of three deciding the 
the case. This is at least the regular practice. 
The charge is made by lawyers who will not 
take the chances of incurring the displeasure 
of the judges by openly criticising the Court, 
that the Supreme Court now Das under advise- 
ment a number of cases which have been 
under submission for nearly three years, 
during which time the personnel of the bench 
has twice changed. If such is a fact, it 
is one that cannot easily be substanti- 
ated, as the papers in such cases are 
probably slumbering under their dusty cover- 
lets in private chambers of the judges and are 
inaccessible for reportorial investigation. 
However this may illustrate the condition of 
things it does not necessarily reflect upon the 
present occupants of the chambers, who may 
never have had their attention directed to the 
cases, which will probably continue to sium- 
ber unless the lawyersin the case call the issue 
to the attention of the court.

THE LAWS DELAY.

Hunter at Seventh and St. Charies streets. He 
was triedin the St. Louis Criminal Court on 
June 18, 1885. On the 20th of that month he 
was convicted and sentenced to forty-eight 
years’ imprisonment in the Penitentiary. An 
appeal was taken January 2, 1886, and on the 
8th of February, 1886, the case was sent to the 
Supreme Court for judgment. The defend- 
ant secured a postponement, and the case 
will not be called until April 20, 1888, 
Six years will have elapsed be- 
tween the commission of the crime and 
the judgment of the Supreme Coart, and if in 
the coming review of the case it appears that 
any material rights of the defendant, who is 
guarded by hundreds of technicalities, have 
been infringed upon during this long-drawn- 
out legal proceeding the case will be reverscd 
and remanded, and will go back to the trial 
court. Should the witnesses still be within 
the jurisdiction of the trial court after a lapse 
of seven years, and the next trial resuitina 
conviction, the case can be again taken to the 
supreme Court, and if the case take its regu- 
lar place on the docket it cannot be heard un- 
til 1891. 

Considering the fact thata special effort is 
made by the court to dispose of important 
felony casesin advance of other causes, the 
history of the Woods case illustrates the con- 
gested condition of affairs at the Supreme 
Court. 

THE SUNDAY LAW CASE. 

Early in the present term of the Supreme 
Court which began in October, 1887, the case 
of the State ex rel.

It is the case of the State of Missouri vs. Nor- 
man R. Lichliter. Wm. H. Fallis and Norman 
R. Lichliter were charged on September 13, 
1880, with having obtained from Samue, 


Cupples & Co. of this city a shipment of 


woodenand willow-ware by means of false 
and fraudulent representations. The case 
was tried before a special jury in the St, 
Louis Criminal Court and both defendants 
were convicted on May 6, 1882. A motion fora 
new trial was filed and granted by the trial 
court as far as the defendant Fallis was con. 
cerned. As to the defendant Lichliter the 
motien was overruled and the case 
was appealed to the Court of Appeals, 
While pending there the con#titutional 
amendment referred to above was adopted 
and went into effect, divesting the Court of 
Appeals of jurisdiction in felony cases. This 
case was then transferred to the Supreme 
Court, June 18, 1885. It will come up for its. 
first hearing on the 17th of next month. 
THE CASE OF OTTO L. DIERBERGER, 
who shot and killed John Horne, May &, 1883, 
in a Market street car, is now before the 
court gor the second time. Dierberger has 
been tried and convicted three times and has 
prosecuted two appeals to the Su- 
preme Court. On the first trial he was 
convicted of murderin the first degree, but 
the verdict was set aside by the trial judge on 
the ground of misconduct of the jury, two of 
the members of which had expressed opinions 
on the case before the evidence was submitted, 
On the second trial he was sentenced to twen- 
tw-five years in the penitentiary. He ap- 
pealed and the case was reversed and remand- 
ed on the ground that the instructions of the 
court relative to Dierberger’s claim that he 
was conserving the peace under the authority 
ofa commission as a deputy constable were 
faulty. Onthethird trial he was convicted 
and sentenced to ten years in the penitentiary. 
From this finding of the jury, which acted un- 
der a special judge, the defendant has taken 
another appeal which will be called in April 
for argument. 
Another case : 

TO BE GIVEN AN EARLY HEARING 
in the Supreme Court is that of John David 
Shea, who killed Police Officer Doran in No- 
vember, 1881. The delay in this case, how- 
ever, was occasioned by the absence of the 
defendant, who broke jail November 7, 1882. 
During his flight he became involved in 
another crime which landed him in the Penn- 
syivania penitentiary, from which the 
St. Louts officials volunteered to s6e- 
cure him an early release, but he 
refused the proffered kindness, and as the 
Pennsylvania Board of Pardons maintained 
that a pardon could not be granted except on 
the application of the prisoner, Shéa served 
out his term, after which he was returned to 
the St. Louis Jail. As his escape was effected 
after his conviction for murder in the first de- 
gree and while a motion for a new trial was 
pending the proceedings went back to this 
stage. After the motion was overruled an 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
October 18, 1887. On application of Attorney- 
General Boone the cause has been ‘‘ad- 
vanced’’ on the docket, and it will ac- 
cordingly be called to the attention of the 
court next month.

By the delay the 
rightful owners of property, so deciared by 
the trialtribunals, canbe kept out of posses- 
sion for years by the expenditure of $50 foran 
appeal which will work the desired delay and 
for at least two or three years defeat justice if 
notpermanently by the same occurrence dur- 
ingthe interval, which will place the wit- 
nesses out ofthe way for subsequent trials, 
robbing suitors of their property in civil suits, 
and in criminal proceedings turning out fel- 
ons free and unpunished.

CHAMBERLAIN’S OFFICIAL LETTER TO LORD 
‘SALISBURY GENERALLY APPROVED. 


The Vote on the Trafalgar Square Question 
-—A Surprising Change for the Better 
in the Crown Prince’s Condition—Balfour 
and Campbell-Bannerman—Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia on Home Rule— 
Russia Irritated By the Attitude of the 
Pewers. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 8.—Chamberlain’s official 
letter to Lord Salisbury, announcing the agree- 
ment ofthe plenipotentiaries of the fishery 
question, is generally approved on account of 
its conciliatory and, statesman-like tone. 
Even outside of the ranks of the Government 
supporters, very few really believe that the 
prophecies of Chamberiain’s failure have been 
fulfilled. The Daily News, after speaking of 
the great services he has rendered by the 
ability with which he has conducted the dif- 
ficult and delicate negotiations, sums up the 
views of the Radical Liberals as follows: ‘‘We 
have on previous occasions expressed an ad- 
verse opinion, from which we do not recede in 
regard to both the Prime Minis- 
ter’s selection of Chamberlain, and 
the speeches which Chamberlain made after 
his appointment. Weare all the more ready 
to acknowledge that the British Envoy has 
discharged his functions } business-like 
dispatch, and if the cena the United 
States ratifies the treaty a @reat advantage 
will have been conferred on thé two English- 
speaking nations of the world.’’ 

THE TRAFALGAR VOTE. 

From the moment that Mr. Matthews, on be- 
half of the Government, announced last night 
that the vote on the Trafaigar Square debate 
would be treated as a vote of confidence no 
doubt was entertained about the result. Brad- 
laugh made a damaging statement, giving 
time, place and names, accusing certain mem- 
bers of the police of unprovoked 
brutality, to which-.the spokesman of the 
Government side made no attempt to reply. 
Hardly less damaging to the Government from 
the point of view of their Liberal-Unionist 
allies, was the contention, seriously mage, by 
the Attorney-General that there was no right 
for holding a public meeting in the open air 
in Engiand. Some London Conservative 
members were on much safer ground in ac- 
knowledging the right of meeting in open 
spaces, sanctioned by use and common law if 
not by statute, and urging that the question 
was merely whether Trafalgar Square was a 
convenient place for the purpose or whether 
it should not be specifically excepted. The 
argument that Trataigar Equare is the 
private property of tie Crown, was, 
of course, merely a legal figment, 
hardly advanced seriously. However, the 
Government’s threat of resignation if defeat- 
ed had the desired effect. T. W. Russell 
and a large number of the rank and file of the 
Liberal-Unionists, although disapproving of 
the suppression of the meetings, voted against 
the motion forthe enquiry. A few, however, 
habitual supporters of the Government, voted 
On this occasion with the opposition. 

DESECRATING THE SABBATH. 

The Archbishops and Bishops assembled in 
convention yesterday were up in arms against 
the tendency of England of the present day 
to take Sunday for amusements. At the 
house formerly known as Evens’ 
Supper Rooms, Covent Garden .Market, 
the Prince of Wales, who is a 
constant visitor when in town, often attends 
French plays and other amusements given in 
the small hours of Sunday mornings. The 
bishops specially condemned the upper 
classes for not only these and similar offerses, 
but also social gatherings. A resolution was 
carried condemning the increasing discontin- 
uation of Sunday observance.

ARCHBISHOP RYAN ON HOME RULE. 

DUBLIN, March 8. — Archbishop Ryan of 
Philadelphia, who is in this city, in an inter- 
view ,said that no sensible American approved 
of Ireland’s separating from England.

Mr. Randall Preparing a Protectionist 
Measure—The Internal Reyenue Reduc- 
tions—The Vice-Presidency—Labor Leg- 
islation—News From the National Capi- 
tal.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—Judge Kelly 
of Pennsylvania, speaking of the tariff to- 
day, said tothe Post- DISPATCH correspondent: 
‘‘Itis abill which is not pervaded by any 
paramount principle, or the doctrine of any 
echool of economists, native or foreign. 
It is not in accordance with 
Mr. Mills’ often declared conviction in 
favor of the Robert J. Walker bill of 1846, or 
the bill of 1857, which reduced Mr. Walker’s 
rates of duty properly, and gave us the near- 
est approach to free trade we have had since 
the war of 1812. Judging from the clear, 
but, as I think, very mistaken 
views presented by Mr. Cleveland in his re- 
cent message, a brief glance at the strange 
commingling of high protection tariff ona 
number of Southern productions and the ex- 
treme free trade provisions applied to some of 
our heaviest productive industries, must 
nauseate him. The logical basis of the bill is 
a widespread dicker for votes.’’ 

RANDALL’S BILL. 

Mr. Randall is preparing a tariff bill and will 
probably introduce iton Monday. It provides 
for a reduction of $75,000,000 of taxa- 
tion. $44,000,000 to come off internal 


taxes, and 1,000,000 off import duties. 
It provides for a reduction of $20,000,600 on 
tobacco, nearly $200,000 on fruit brandies, and 
and the entire whisky tax, $22,000,000. Mr. 
Kandall declares that the bill will be drafted 
strictly on protection lines. It will touch 
neither sugar nor wool. 
THE SUGAR MEN. 

The Louisiana sugar men are using their 
State campaign issue as an argument against 
the Mills Bill.

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THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


A Further Hearing on Affairs Relating to 
the Union Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., March 3.—The Senate 
Special Committee to which was referred the 
reports of the Pacific Railroad Commission 
gave a further hearing to day on the branch of 
the subject relating to the affairs of the Union 
Pacific. There were present Commission- 
ers Anderson and Littler, Railroad Commis- 
sioner Johnston, Mr. Storey, attorney for the 


Union Pacific, and Mr. Hayward, attorney for 
the Central Pacific. Mr. Anderson addressed 
the committee, explainin substantially 
as he had previously explained 
to the House Committee, the 
provisions of the Commission’s bill. At the 
outset he was led by inquiries to 
explain by way of § iliustration the 
methods of the Central Pacific. Briefly 
he said this company, instead of devoting its 
earnings to dividends, had invested them in 
collateral enterprises without, however 
charging the money so taken to the account 
of earnings. Some years subsequently 
it had declared dividends, apparently 
within the letter of th 
because its account of 
still showed an undivided surplus, 
in fact, the money had been expended. The 
oe so purchased had depreciated in 
value. he money to pay/dividends had been 
borrowed or obtained from any source 
available. It was to prevent transactions of 
this kind in the future that the Oommission 
proposed to limit the power 
to declare dividends to the amount 
of net earnings of the preceding year, 
holding that the intervening time was in- 
sufficient to materially endanger the value of 
any property purchased, while asa guard 
against fraud there was the provision re- 
uiring the assent of the President of the 
United States to any investments of the kind. 
Senator Morgan asked if he (Mr. Anderson 
was prepared asalawyer to assert that the 
Government has no right to deciare a 
statutory lien now for the further security of 
bonds upon any property that may be pos- 
sessed by the company. Tothis Mr. Anderson 
replied that he was prepared to make that as- 
sertion, that while the United States might 
require the company to do anything in reason, 
itcould not extend its lien over one inch of 
property that was not authorized by the 
statutory provisions. 


Interstate Telegraphy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The Post- 
office Committee of the Senate to-day decided 
toreport favorably what is known as the Spoon- 
er bill to regulate interstate telegraphy. There 


were some amendments ~*made to the bill as 
introduced by Senator Spooner, but they 
are chiefly ofan explanatory nature and do 
not materially change the provisions of the 
bill. There were only five ofthe nine mem- 
bers of the committee present. The report 
on the bill will be made by 
Senator Reagan. The chief amendment 
is the incorporation of an equivalent 
to the ‘‘long and short haul’’ clause of the 
interstate commerce bill; thatisa provision 
that itshall be unlawful to charge more for 
transmitting a message a short distance 
than for transmitting one a longer distance in 
the same direction. This action was taken 
this morning.

THE CRISIS AT HAND. 


Prospect of the Strike Spreading—A General 
Calling-Out Probable. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 8.—Referring to the 
summoning here of the grievance committees 
of the various railroads by Chiefs Arthur and 
Sargent, the Times says: ‘‘Opinion in rail- 
road circles is divided as to the probability of 
the strike being extended beyond the Bur- 
lington and involving other roads. Those 
who takethe viewthat it will be confintd 
within its present bounds, base their belief 
upon a feeling that the Brotherhood 
could not commit such an extreme act 
of folly as to block all of the Western ines, 
throw 100,000 men out of work, stifle 
trade and destroy commerce to carry a point 
which only interests twelve or thirteen 
hundred men, The optimistic officials argue 
thatthereis enough conservatism and pru- 
dence in the councils of the aggrieved en- 
gineers to prevent them from taking so radical 
astep. On the other hand there are many of 
the leading railroad officials who are antici- 
pating the worst, and who firmly believe it 
will lead to a general and disastrous 
strike. Summed up from 4 railroad 
standpoint, there are a few of the 
officials who do not belleve the brotherhood 


will dare take the responsibility of ordering a 
general strike, while a large majority are of 
the opinion that all of the Western lines will 
become involved. They all admit thatin the 
event of a general tie-up the railroads would 
be unable to offer any effective resistance; 
thatthere would be no possibility of supply- 
ing the strikers’ places with new men, and 
that if such an outcom¢ was the result, th te 
will be a total cessation of railzoad operg Ag 
west of Chicago, except on the Burlington 
road.’’

Last night at10 o’clock thirty-two men for 
the Burlington road, from the Shamokin divi- 
sion of the Reading system, arrived via the 
Pennsylvania line, and an hour later thirty 
peven menfrom New York came in over the 
Michigan Central, The Shamokin men said to 
a reporter that they had come here with the 
intention of going to work, but declared, 
without reserve, that they would go back if 
the Brotherhood men were called off the road. 
James H. leason, a Knight of Labor 
from Philadelphia who told a _ reporter 
he was here to aid the striking 
engineers and firemen, said that all the men 
who were being brought out are not staying. 
‘*Nine Reading men went home last night,’’ 
paid he. ‘‘More willgo. This strike has not 
begun yet. Wait until you seethe end. These 
roads are helping each other out and we now 
must dothe same. That’s the longand the 
short of it. These Shamokin,men, who came 
in to-night, 1 rather think, Will go back home 
and take their old places before very longe 
That’s about all I can say.’’ 

Gleason talked to the Shamokin men secretly 
forsome time after their arrival last night. 
The result of their conference could not be 
learned. 

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

The meeting on Monday of the chairmen of 
the Grievance Committees is looked forward 
to with great anxiety by both Burlington 
officials and Brotherhood officials. Upon the 
outcome of this meeting depends the future 
course of Chief Arthur. Should a reasonable 
excuse be found for iton any one Western 
road the Brotherhood men will probably be 
called out. itis believed by many that every 
Western road ts liable under a strict neutrality 
construction to have its mentaken out by 
Tuesday morning. 

THE READING FIZZLE. 

The officers of the Brotherhood now admit 
that nothing satisfactory will come of their 
order to the engineers and firemen of the 
Reading road to quit work, and dispatches 
from the East this morning confirm this 
belief. Now that the order has not been 
obeyed, the temporary check put upon the 
Knights who came to this city yesterday to 
secure the places of the strikers has been re- 
moved and the Burlington can resume the 
work of hiring the willing Knights. Mr. 
‘Cahill only succeeded in sending back East 
twenty-five or thirty of the Reading men, and 
it required inducement in the shape of 
Brotherhood money, to accomplish even this. 

REGARDED AS A BLUFF. 

At the offices of the Burlington Company it 
was not thought that the Brotherhood would 
carry out their threat to call off the engineers 
and firemen on the other Western roads. 
‘‘Their object, of course,’’ said one official, 
‘*ig to endeavor to bring such pressure from 
the public and the other roads to bear on us 
that will compel usto accede to their de- 
mands. We have made no attempt to 
move through freight, and will not attempt 
to do so until we have completely mo- 
bilized our loca}, traffic. Then we will 
receive and handle through freight, and 
should any attempt be made to cut us off 
from accommodation by connecting lines, 
we will try what virtue there is in the inter- 
state commerce law. We can compel other 
roads to handle our cars, or we can make 
them pay $5,000 for every car they refuse. 
We are moving freight trains now almost to 
our usual capacity on the Iowa, Nebraska and 
Missouri lines, and will have our own line 
service complete next week. The fight on tne 
other roads by the Brotherhood will be made 
solely on account of freight traffic.’’ 

THE GRIEVANCE COMMIITEB. 

Up to noon to-day eight of the Grievance 
Committee summoned had arrived. As fast 
as they came in they were conducted 
to the striking headquarters, and 
there they detailed what they knew 
regarding the roads they represented, 
the Burlington strike. Solemn, though fra- 
ternal, was the greeting which QOhief 
Arthur extended to each one as he arrived. A 
whispered word was ali that was necessary to 
mold these men’s actions towards all outsiders. 
They closed their mouths as firmly as steel 
traps and pointed in pantomine fasbion to- 
ward the Chief’s door. ‘‘I don’t talk’’ isthe 
word all along the line adopted in the execu- 
tion of Mr. Arthur’s orders to the men as 
they arrive: **Don’t give anything away to 
the press.’’ 


* Engineer Nash’s Sentendent. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 8.}-Richard N. 
Nash, the First Assistant Engineer of Divi- 
sion No. 821, Brotherhood of Locomotive En.- 
gineers, who runs anengine on the Bound 


Brook Division of the Reading Railroad, said 
to a reporter to-day: ‘‘These alleged orders 
of hief Arthur’s seem ta be 
generally misunderstood. Mr. Arthur's 
orders. o not concern or 
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it. A refusal on their would not affect 
their standing in the Brotherhood.. I cannot 
say that the orders will be discussed in Sun- 
day’s meetings of the different divisions. It is 
not a matter to come officially before the 
divisions, and it is no concern of theirs. 
There is not the remotest possibility 
of any sort of strike being inaugurated by 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
because we have no grievances and we do 
not strike without serious grievances, and 
we never strike without every attempt be- 
ing first made to settle them first 
by arbitration or other peaceful and 
common sense means. As to the number 
of Brotherhood men who have taken the 
places of striking Knights there isan errone- 
ous idea. According to Superintendent 
Sweigard’s examination of the records, but 107 
Knights of Labor engineers quit the employ of 
the road. The idea prevails that the places of 
all these have been filled by Brotherhood men, 
They have not. We have counted up the 
Brotherhood men and exclusive of the very 
distant points, we can only find fourteen 
Brotherhood engineers in the places of the 
Knights of Labor engineers. Another error I 
want to show you. If. all the men had been 
hired and sent to Chicago to move the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad that are 
reported, enough men have gone West to 
‘equip a half dozen rajlroads with engineers 
and firemen, and the number Is larger than 
the entire number in the Reading’s employ. 
Many of those who have gone have never as 
much as rode on an engine.’’

In some quarters uneasiness is expressed at 
the prolonged idleness ofthe brakemen, and 
fears are entertained that if a compremise is 
not soon effected there mav be trouble from 
this quarter. Sofarthere have bven no well- 
grounded reasons for such fears, but the 
pessimists insist thata Drakeman can hardly 
be expected to look on disinterestedly for an 
indefinite period atastrike which cuts off his 
bread and butter witheut advancing his own 
interests in the least. 


The East Side. 


The first freight taken from East St. Louis 
since the strike was inaugurated was run out 
last night. It consisted of sixteencars. This 
morning at 6:40 o’clock a train consisting of 


six cars and a caboose was run out, a man 
named Haliissey, a former foreman in the 
yards, it is said, being at the throttle. Not 
the slightest interference was offered by the 
strikers, nor will any, they say, be attempted. 
The men are still hopeful of victory and are 
eagerly awaiting news of an expected order 
from Chief Arthur to extend the strike to 
other roads besides the Burlington. 


KILLED BY THE STONE. | 


An Instance of the Danger of Walking the 
Down-Town Streets. 


Fred W. Franke, aged 15 years, died at his 
home, No. 1856 North Market street, at 9 
o’clock last night from injuries received by 
being struck on the head by a stone which fell 
from the fourth story of the Jaccard ruins, on 
Fourth street, the otherday. He was in the 


employ of the Lungstras dye-works, on Sixth 
between Chestnut and Pine streets, and was 
returning from an errand to Scruggs, Vander- 
voort & Barney’s store. As he was passing the 
ruins a huge stone, 2x5 feet, fell from the 
fourth story and struck him on the head. The 
boy was rendered unconscious, but was soon 
revived at the drug store at Fourth and Locust 
streets, The boulder merely struck him a 
giancing blow evidently or he would have 
been crusbed into a jelly. He refused to be 
senthomein an ambulance, insisting he was 
all right and would return to work. It appears 
the boy was badly injured, however, and had 
to go home and to bed. He er rapidly 
worse until death finally ended his suffering. 
At the time the stone fell it narrowly missed 
striking two ladies who were passing. 

This case was referred to in yesterday’s 
PostT-DisPaTCcH in connection with a similar 
accident on Olive street, and the danger of al- 
lowing pedestrians to pass on sidewalks under 
tottering ruins or where buildings were being 
wrecked were dweit upon. The building Com- 
missioner there states that there was no law 
to compell the fencing of such sidewalks, and 
the only redress pedestrians had was, that in 
case of injury, they could sue for damages.

C. Lucas, all of whom are very well 
known, About seven years ago he married 
Miss Fannie McLaran, the nuptials being re- 
garded as quite an event in social circles. The 
lady was adaughterofa well-known family 
and was esteemed for her beauty and social 
qualities generally. Mr. Lucas bad not been 
tife quietest of young men in his younger 
days, and before the marriage it was whis- 
pered thata woman who had some claim on 
him proposed to make trouble. This 
matter, however, was smoothed over without 
coming tothe knowledgeof Miss McLaran, 
although Mr. Lucas’ acquaintances did a great 
deai of gossippifig about it, and the story was 
much talked” about around the _ botels 
and clubs.

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MUNICIPAL MATTERS 


Which Are Engaging the Attention of the 
City Officials. 


The explanations offered for the condition of 
the water supply are numerous. In the first 
place, the rise in the river, the consequent 
disturbed condition of the Missouri, the lack 
of settling basins and the limited pumping 
capacity, the amount of the daily consump- 
tion,and other cd-ordinate and complimentary 


reasons are given. A gentleman who called 
to-day at the office of the Board of Public Im 
provements at the City Hall, where the condl- 
tion of the supply was being discussed, said 
that the next best thing toa satisfactory ex- 
planation of the muddy supply was a satis- 
it a recipe for cleaning the water. He 
said: 

‘‘The simplest and most satisfactory meth- 
ods of settling the muddy water now furnished 
in St, Louis, f, the old crushed almond meth- 
od. Many use alum, but that is not without 
serious objections. Some preparations of iron 
are also effective, but most people dislike 
drugs with water for cullinary purposes. My 
wife uses the almond kernels well crushed and 
stirred into the water—four or five kernels to 
the gallon of water. The water will be per- 
fectly clear in eight or ten hours—and without 
taste from the almond meal. Remove this 
meal by straining through a wauslin cloth.’’ 

REGISTERING VOTERS. 

The force of clerks in the office of the Re- 
corder of Voters is kept busy at present regis- 
tering and transferring voters who applied 
after the registration had closed prior tothe 
election on the charter amendments. The 
number of appiicati ns for registration and 
transfer during the term in which the office 
was closed under the law was considerable. 
The total registration is now a little over fifty- 
two thousand, but this will be considerably 
increased before next October. 

NO DANGER. 

A lady resident of Carondelet, who fre- 
auently visits relatives in De Soto, writes to 
say that sufficient precaution against the 
spread of smali-pox is not taken by the phy- 
sician and persons in charge of the Quaran- 
tine Hospital. She says the Iron Mountain 
train stops at the Quarantine Hos- 
pital station, and that it is fre- 
quently boarded -by the physician and 
attendants on their way to the City Hall. She 
suggests that the employes of the Health De- 
partment instead of complying with the pre- 
cautions suggested as a guard against the 
spread of small-pox from the few cases dis- 
covered in the State are careless. 
These statements were snbmitted to Health 
Commissioner Dudley to-day. He _ said 
there was no cause whatever for alarm; that 
the physician at Quarantine never left the in- 
stitution when there wasacase of contagion 
confined there, without changing his clothes, 
bathing himeelf, fumigating and taking every 
precaution against transferring the disease. 

WITHOUT DELAY. 

The Council meets this aiternoon as a com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the new 
sprinkling ordinance introduced in the as- 
sembly lastevening. There is no disposition 
to delay the progress of the ordinance by 
making any amendments or postponing its 
consideration. An effort will be made 
in the House of Delegates to 
imitate the good example set by the Council 
and to pass the ordinance as expeditiously as 
possible. It was suggested that under the 
charter it would be necessary to first 
have the ordinance introduced in the 
Board of Public Improvements, but the 
point was not well founded. The members of 
the Board have approved of the conditions of 
the ordinance and state that everything will 
be in readiness for advertising for bids and 
letting the contracts under the ordinance as 
soon as the new law is approved by the Mayor. 


MUST HE LEAVE TOWN? 


Thomas McCarthy’s Attorneys Take Steps 
te Test an Ordinance. 


Judge Noonan held a brief session of the 
Court of Criminal Correction this afternoon 
forthe purpose of fixing bond in the habeas 
corpus case of Thomas McCarthy, alias Pete Mc- 
Cartney, and setting the matter fortrial. The 


case was set for Mondayand McCarthy was re- 
leased on #400 bond. McCarthy was arrested 
a few weeks ago by Detectives Brown- 
ing and Archambault on a charge of 
associating with thieves. He is an alleged 
pickpocket. Afterhis arrest it was discov- 
ered that he had been fined $500 in the Police 
Court October 9, 1885, for associating with 
thieves and given hours to leave the city. 
This charge was also ut against 
him, Yesterday pre- 
ferred against nollie 
proseguied in the Police Court and the old ex- 
ecution of $500 was ordered to issue against 
bim. His attorney, Joseph G. Lodge, sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus in 
Judge Noonan’s court. He intends to test 
the question whether a man may be fined for 
associating with thieves and given hours and 
then sent to the Work-house when he returns 
to town over two years afterward. It is gen- 
erally believed that Judge Noonan will Knock 
out the ordinance and order McCarthy’s re- 
lease. 


CAPT. BKROWN’S CHARGES, 


The Louisville Jockey Club Making a Secret 
Investigation. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 8.—The Directors of 
the Louisville Jockey Olub met at noon to-day 
and are nowin secret session at the office of 
Col. M. Lewis Clark considering the charges 
made by Capt. Sam Brown concerning the 
Derby of 1882.

THE STATE SUPREME COURT. 

The full statement of the condition of 
our State Supreme. Court docket as pre- 
sented in another column is by no means 
creditable to the Democracy or comfort- 
ing to the people of Missouri, It may be 
summed up in the fact that the court is, 
and for years past has been, two or three 
years behind its docket and obliged to 
favor delays and continuances which 
amount to a denial of justice in a large 
proportion of the cases. Thig ‘causes the 
docket to be encumbered with a great 
number of appeals taken only for 
the purpose of delaying and defeat- 
ing justice, and with one or two of the 
five Judges nearly always disabled by 
overwork, old age or sickness, there is 
every prospect that the situation will grow 
worse, instead of better, until something 
is done to relieve Missouri of this disgrace. 
Ample provision for the administration 
of justice ‘‘without sale, denial or delay” 
is a prime test of free and enlightened gov- 
ernment, and the parsimony that par- 
alyzes our whole judicial machinery by 
overloading the Su \reme Court is un- 
worthy of our great and opulent com- 
monwealth 

A Supreme Court Commission has been 
resorted to once as a relief, and the ne- 
cessity of so soon again applying the same 
temporary makeshift proves that it isa 
wholly inadequate remedy. It is at best 
but a poor evasion ofthe constitutional 
provision limiting the number of Supreme 
Court Judges to five. Whatever tempo- 
rary expedient the Legislature may adopt 
to tide over the present exigency and re- 
lieve the Supreme Court of a part of its 
present load should be supplemented by 
the submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the Legislature to 
change our judicial system so as to per- 
manently devolve a part of the Supreme 
Court’s present work upon other tribunals 
and put an end to the business of appeal- 
ing cases to the Supreme Court merely for 
the sake of delay. 

While 
well to providefor the election of the 
Supreme and Court of Appeals Judges in 
some way that willtake their nomina- 
tion outof the hands of conventions as- 
sembled to nominate awhole ticket of 
other candidates. If we cannot prevent 
them from being nominated by party con- 
ventions, wecan at least provide, as is 
done in other States, so that judicial posi- 
tions shall no longer be a part of the goods 
to betraded onin general nominating 
conventions. The railroad attorney is too 
numerous and potent in such conventions 
and the hurly-burly of traffic which char- 
acterizes such bodies is anything but 
favorable to the evolution of the best can- 
didates for judgeships. Our Supreme 
Court nominations have occasionally been 
far too obviously the result of trading and 
improper influence, and, considering the 
inherent viciousness of the system, it is 
only wonderful that this has occurred as 
the exception rather than as the rule.

Mr. WILLIAM WALTER PHELPs in the 
North American Review makes the point 
against reducing the tariff of $17 on steel 
rails that our protected steel-rail trust is 
now selling rails at $31.50 when the cost in 
England is $24, and with $% added for 
transportation and $17 for tariff steel rails 
cannot be imported for less than $45. But 
the fact that our railmakers can profit- 
ably supply the demand for a price only 
$3.50 in excess of the cost at which 
rails could be imported free of duty 
is a proof that they do not need a 
tariff of $17 per ton to protect them. 
On the other hand the robbery implied in 
such an excessive duty was abundantly 
illustrated last year when the trust took 
advantage of an excessive demand to put 
prices up so high that some rails were im- 
ported. They did not reduce to $31.60 
until the road-builders combined and 
refused to lay any more track till the 
trust came down from its extortionate 
demand. The tax of $17 simply enables 
them to charge ‘‘all the traffic will bear’’

THE TWO CRYING CURSES OF THE SAND- 
WICH ISLANDERS. 


A Climate as Perfect as Any in the World in 
Which People Die Like Sheep— Popular 
Superstitions Among the Haltf-Christian 
Natives—‘‘Praying a Man to Death’’ and 
the Pecouliarly Fatal Effect of the Prac- 
tice—The Sugar and Cotton-Grewing In- 
dustry. 


George T, Wolcott of San Francisco, a gen- 
tleman who for years has been interested in 
the Sandwich Island sugar-growing industry, 
arrived in this city this morning, and is stop- 
ping at the Planters’. ‘‘When Americans 
speak of having no colonies,’’said Mr. Wolcott 
to a PosT-DisPaTCH reporter, ‘‘they overlook 
the Sandwich Islands, which are, in every- 
thing except the name, a colony of the 
United States. The King, it is true, is a na- 
tive, but nearly all the ministers, judges and 
executive officers are Americans, and the en- 
tire policy of the islands, especially since the 
practical abdication of King Kalakaua, 
is directed by Americans in Amer- 
ican interests. The King h inself 
was educated by Chester 58. Lyman, 
afterwards Professor of Astronomy in Yale 
College. Chief Justice Allen, who died in 
Washington as Minister of the Hawailan Goy- 
ernment, was a native of Connecticut. Bishop 
for many years was Prime Minister, and really 
King, while all the higher posts were held by 
Americans, and Yankee merchants and plant- 
ers do nearly all the trade of the islands, 
which is becoming very considerable. Claus 
Spreckles, the California millionaire, 
was for years by far the most 
influential man inthe kingdom, and even in 
the days of his greatest power Kalakaua was 


able to do nothing without the consent and 
help of the American residents. Since the 
King has ceased to actively reign the power 
has passed almost exclusively into American 
hands, and to-day the natives have little to 
say about anything that goes on. 

SUGAR GROWING. 

**The great industry of the present time,’’ 
said Mr. Wolcott, ‘‘is of course, sugar grow- 
ing. In this Claus Spreckles was for many 
years practically omnipotent. governing not 
pow g the plantations, but also the refineries, 
and fixing the price of this commodity for the 
entire western part of America, Native labor 
has not been found effective, and therefore, 
for the last ten years there has been a great 
deal of imported labor. The supply 
has been drawn not only from China, 
from which country thousands of coolies bave 
been brought, but also largely from Scandi- 
navia, fully 8,000 Danes, Swedes and Norwe- 
gians being now at work on the sugar planta- 
tions, as wellasafew hundred negroes. The 
importation of whites has, however, recently 
been almost entirely put a stop to, as the con- 
tract labor, by means of which 
the plantations were worked, was too much 
like peonage to suit European ideas, and 
since the charges brought against Spreckles 
by the San Francisco papers which led tothe 
shooting of Editor De Young by hisson, have 
been spread abroad, the planters have dis- 
charged their European workmen, and have 
nearly exclusively relied upon China for their 
help. During the last two or three 
years a great of attention 
been turned direction of 
cotton growing, for which the climate is ad- 
mirably suited. From experiments that have 
been made it is beiieved that cotton superior 
even to the Egyptian, which alone holds rank 
above our sea island crop, can be grown in 
large quantities, andif all signs do not fail 
within a very short time Sandwich Island cot- 
ton will occupy avery prominent position in 
the markets of the world. 

THE NATIVES LOSING GROUND. 

‘*With all the iucreasinug prosperity of the 
Sandwich Islands,’’ continued Mr. Wolcott, 
‘*the natives are fast losing ground, and are 
diminishing in numbers with startling rapid- 
ity. The islands possess an almost perfect 
climate, in all probability the best in the 
world, and epidemic diseases are practically 
unknown. Buttwoscourges are now raging 
among the islanders with little prospect of 
diminution, leprosy and drink. The natives 
are very fond of liquor, but seem unable to 
resist its effects, and after indulgence fora 
year ortwo almost invariably die. But the 
great curse of the natives isleprosy. Whites 
are scarcely ever affected, and 
Chinamen very seldom, but fully 
three-fourths of the deaths among the natives 
are caused by this disease. Everything has 
been done to stop it, a large reward has been 
Offered for any means of stopping or even 
checking its ravages, and every six months a 
ship makes thetour of the islands, collects 
all those far advancedin the disease, and 
takes them to a remote island, where they 
remain in isolation for the rest of their 
lives, in order that the contagion 
may not spread. But ali bas been 
in vain, the disease becomes every year more 

revalent and destructive, especially on the 
argest isiand, that of Hawali, and it is a ques- 
tion of a very few years when the entire race 
willsuccumb. The Sandwich Islanders,owing 
to the efforts of the missionaries, who, 
by the way, are nearly all traders, 
and very successful ones at that, have 
become COnhristianized after a fashion, 
but wany of the superstitions of heathen times 
still prevail. The most universal belief is 
that of the power of a man tq pray his enemy 
to death. he Sandwich islanders possess a 
very peculiar faculty in this respect. 
When a man becomes convinced that 
someone is. praying him to death he 
will gradually waste away and finally 
die from fright, This faculty of nr | 
giving up and dying is, as far as 

now, peculiar to the Sandwich Islands, but its 
manifestations have been too marked and fre- 
quent to admit of any doubt being entertained 
on the subject. The natives to-day are searcely 
eonsidere4d when the best policy for the inter- 
ests of the islands is disenssed, and actual in- 
stead of practical annexation tothe United 
States would be bestin all respects for their 
interests.”

One of the Panama Canal Engineers Sues 
the Stockholders.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 8.—Testimony is 
now being taken in this ocity in the suit of 
Prosper Huerne against tha American Con- 
tracting and Dredging Company and H. B. 
and M. A. Slaven, now before the Federal 
Court in New York. The defendant company 
has done the greater part of the work on 
the Panama Canal and H. 8. Slaven 
is at present the chief stockholder. Prosper 
Huerne is a civil engineer in this city. He is 
an old man now, butin his young manhood 
he became acquainted wit Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps, then a fellow-engineer 
in France. When de Lesseps visited this 
city in the early part of 1880 he spent consid- 
erable time talking over the Panama Canal 
project with Huerne, and gave him several 
contracts.

Lorenz Ziefle died single and the order after 
proof of death paid the insurance money into 
court for the rights of the respective parties 
to be determined. The interpleaders were 
the executor, Frank Bieber, Rosa Frisch, 
$100 under the will and as ai depend- 
ent member of the family; Frank Bieber 
individually claiming nineteen-twentieths of 
thefund under the will and as a dependent 
member of the family; Car! Ziefle claiming all 
as the only surviving full brother and Dora 
Schmidt claiming all as the only surviving 
half-sister of the deceased and sole depend@nt 
upon him. 

The Court dismissed the interplea 
the executor, §the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts holding that these 
benefits cannot be disposed of by will.

HARD TIMESIN OLLDOM. 


THE DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF THE SHUT- 
DOWN MOVEMENT ALREADY FELT. 


Cost of Running th. Wells in the Pennsylva- 
nia Field—The Compact With the Stand- 
ard Monopoly Causing Great Loss to the 
Association Producers—Outside Produc- 
ers Doing Well. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BUTLER, Pa., March 8.—Thd portion of oll- 
dom known as the Pennsylvania field is not 
without fmterest now, although operations 
have been greatly curtailed by the shut-down 
movement, This shut-down was inaugurated 
about November 1 last, by the petroleum 
producers for the purpose of reducing the oll 
in tanks, at that time estimated at 30,000,000 
barrels. The dally production at thattime was 
estimated at 60,000 barrels. As the consump- 
tion did not reach the daily production which 
was constantly increasing, the sur- 
plus which involved & large ex- 
pense for storage, was too much for 
the market and dragged prices down to 
50 cents per barrel. The producers cluim that 
petroleum cannot be taken fromthe ground 
and put into tanks for that price. This is true 
in the case of wells producing less than ten 
barrels per day. But these wells are not 
sought after to any great extent. Wellsin this 
fleld cost- $3,500, and a flowing well will not 
cost more than $10 per month for running ex- 
penses, and a pumping well about $5 per day. 
So it will be observed that it does not take 
much of a well, even at 50-cent oll, to pay a 
good profit onthe investment. Oil at $10 per 
barrel would ruin more men than it wonld at 
50 cents per barrel. This seems like a 
paradox, but it is true. It is due to 
‘-wild cat’’ and dry holes. If oil was worth 
ten times as much as it is to-day it is reasona- 
ble to assume that operations would be ex- 
tended at least ten-fold. Those who bottomed 
‘*‘gushers’’ would get rich, while those who 
put down ‘‘dusters’’ would go broke just as 
they do to-day. 

THE SHUT-DOWN MOVEMENT. 

But the great question inp this country to- 
day is the shut-down movement and its possl- 
ble results. About one thousand ofl pro- 
ducers have signed the compact with the 
Standard Oil Company to cease drilling 
and shut, in at least twenty thousand 
barrels per day of their production for the 
period of one year. In consideration of this 
the Standard sold the producers 5,000,000 bar- 


rels of oil at 62 cents per barrel and further 
agrees to carry the same for one year or buy 
it back from the producers at any time during 
the year. The money for said oil, however, ts 
to remain in the hands of trustees until the 
end of the year,and then the profits, over and 
above 62 cents, willbe divided ameng the 
producers pro rata, according to the 
amount of each man’s production. Those who 
desert the ranks, even at the eleventh hour, 
will lose their share of the receipts of the oil. 
There is now a profit of 30 cents per barrel on 
this oil, which is a@ poor equivalent for the 
sacrifices which have been made. This profit 
was obtained during the first sixty days of the 
shut-down. Since then the market has fre- 
quently been 10 cents lower than it was during 
the — part of January, when itruled as 
high as 974g cents. This retrograde movement 
has had 
A VERY DISPIRITING EFFECT. 

In any event, the producers have little to 
hope for in the way of profits from the sbut- 
down, because whatever profits are derived 
from this oil will be eaten up by the drillers, 
tool-dressers, rig-builders, etc., who have 
been organized into unions, and each man re- 
ceives $1 per day. This is for the purpose of 
keeping them from working for the pro- 
ducers who refuse to enter into the 
movement. At least one-third of 
the operators have stood out, and 
are bouncing the crilltothe consternation of 
thelambs who have lain down with the lion. 
These so-called traitors to the cause will reap 
allof the benefits without incurring any of 
the expenses or inconveniences of the shut- 
down. Unless oilrapidly advances the move- 
ment is doomed, because the impoverished 
producers cannot bear the burden of main- 
taining thousands of men in idleness when 
they are not pumping their wellls. There Is 
a good demand here, even at this time for 
drillers by those out of the movement and 
newcomers who desire to operate and take 
advantage of the situation. During the 
cold winter these workmen were con- 
tent to .sit at their gas fires and draw 
their $30 per month from the Producers’ Pro- 
tective Association, but it is feared by the 
most sanguine that at the first balmy breath of 
spring the old wagesof M&M per day will draw 
them to the forge and temper screw. In this 
event the movement is absolutely doomed, 
because that producer does not live who will 
stand idly by and see other men exhausting 
his property. Operation is imperative as a 
neighboring well can sucka lease dry. All 
classes of business and branches of trade are 
at standstill in this country. Artisans and 
laboring man have nothing to do. Ever 
town and city throughout olidom is either di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in the oil busi- 
ness, and thereis not a citizen who is not 
likewise affected.

He said this morning: ‘‘Local 
option is not a olitical movement, 
notwithstanding Mr. ilson’s statement to 
the contrary. He is a very bice gentieman 
and a good pastor, but [think he is decidedly 
mistaken about the character of the new move- 
ment. If he is in favor of local option why 
does he favor it? Simply because he thinks 
liquor-selling causes sin and that if the law is 
adopted and the saloons closed much 
sin will be prevented. Isn't 

uestion of sinfulness after all? 

oes the political aspect 
movement come in? The mere matter of 
voting doesnot make a movement political. 
The Christians believe that if the saloons are 
closed not only will much sinfulness be sup- 
pressed, but that a great religious awakening 
willoceur. Now,Idonotsee but thatsucha 
result is what the church should seek. If so, 
why should it throw any obstacle In the way 
of its accomplishment.’’ 

‘*Was the granting of the First Church ac- 
companied by any difference of opinion?’ 

‘*‘Not a particle. The Ladies’ Missionary 
Society of the church requested the use of the 
church for local option meetings, and their 
request was laid before the Board of 
Trustees. Each member of the Board but one 
who was absent senta ietterto the ladies as- 
suring them of their warm sympathy 
and tendering the use of the church, 
The Board was a unit ig the matter. I 
acted simply as a member of the Board. Any 
supposition that the use of the church was se- 
cured by any misunderstanding or conceal- 
ment is wrong, as the object of the ladies was 
plainly understood.’’ 

FORGOT ABOUT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

apparent atthe time, although he was laid up 
for afew days, but about four weeks after- 
wards paralysis ofthe entire right side was 
developed, und he was removed to this 
city for treatment on February 13. He has 
been under the care of Dr. McKenzie. Sunday 
last he became unconscious and remained 20 
until yesterday morning. The body will be 
taken to Williainsport to-day, and will be 
buried in Wildwood Cemetery next Monday. 
Peter Herdic, who was 67 years old, was in- 
identified with the commercial and 
al history of Williamsport, Pa., and 
many persons iooked upon him as_ the 
4*Father’’ of the city. When he settled there 
Williamsport was 4 town of about 5,000 in- 
habitants. Through his indefatigability he 
had the town sewered and paved 
and built the wacer-works which he 
owned. He also erected the Frankiin House 
in 1865. His services to the city were such 
that the people elected him mayor for several 
terms. Not only, however, was he the bene- 
ee of his adopted city, but Huntingdon, 
#., ana Cairo, ill., and other places are in- 
debted to him for their water supplies as weil 
as for their ystems of sewerage and paving. 
Mr. Herdic was enterprising in his own par- 
ticular business, and originated what is 
known in that trade as the boom storage. He 
as the inventor and patentee of the public 
onveyance which ears his name. The 
Herdic cab isin use in Philadeiphia, Boston, 
Washington and other cities, but they did not 
become popular in thiscity. ‘bat he was an 
active man can be readiiy believed, and he 
will be missed by.those with whom he had 
business and social dealings.

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JOHNSON’S RECORD. 


THE FLEET-FOOTED CHAMPION ANSWERS 
THE CHARGES OF MR. STONE, 


Having Come to St. Louis for That Special 
Purpose—A Letter That Should Settle the 
Matter Forever—A Kentucky Book on 
the Suburban—Latonia Proposes a Solu- 
tion of the Clashing Dates — Sporting 
News and Gossip—Base Ball Matters.

N his arrival in this 
city Mr. Harry M. 
Johnson, the holder of 
the fastest time ever 
made in a 100-yard 
sprint (94-5 seconds), 
called at the office of 
the PostT- DISPATCH 
and said that he had 
cometo St. Louis for 
the special purpose of 
answering certain 
charges made by a 
runner named Stone 
affecting the fairness 
of that record. Stone 
said that Kittleman, 
who fired the pistol 
when Johnson broke 
the 10-second record 
at Cleveland, gave him 

rt that would amply make upthe differ- 
ence in the time at the finish of the run. 

‘eTp{ls statement,’’ said Johnson, ‘tis a lie 
from beginning toend. If any one doubts 
that Iran faster that 10 seconds then, or that 
I can run faster than 10 seconds now, I will 
bet him $100 thatI can do it now, under new 
conditions, and with starters and time-keepers 
of whom he can have no fear. When 
doubts were expressed of the record 
shortly after it was made a letter was 
written by Mr. Charles A. Billings, President 
of the Cleveland Athletic Club, which was ac- 
cepted as a clincher by all the authorities, and 
you can find myrecordin every well-known 
book ofrecords. You observe that these gen- 
tiemen are well able to talk, but when it 
comes to running they never seem to have 
suflicient doubt of my abilities in that direc- 
tion to give mea chance to win their money. 
The challenge to the world which I issued 
through the PostT-DISPATCH many weeks ago 
has remained unanswered. Irest my case 
with the public. They are fully competent to 
judge just at what point the braggart and the 
boaster end and where the runner begins.’’ 

The salient points of Mr. Billings’ letter, 
spoken of by Johnson, are as follows: ‘‘The 
most competent person to judge of a startin 
any event would be one who, appointed for 
that purpose, had stationed himself at the 
scratch to see thatno advantage was taken in 
thestart. Mr. Geo. Callister of this city, as 
judge of the start, reported at the time to the 
referee and tomyseif as President of the 
Cleveland Athletic Club that Johnson did not 
start until after the pistol was fired, but that 
he moved promptly when the pistol went off, 
linmediately setting into a regular stride. He is 
willing to make oath that Jobnson did not 
leave the mark until the pistol had been fired. 

‘‘Kittleman did fire the pistol. The pistol 
was givento Kittleman at Johnson’s request, 
ashe argued that Callister, not being accus- 
tomed to starting a running race, might fire 
when he was ata disadvantage and not fully 
‘set’ on his mark, but, that hittleman, being 
arunner himself, could better judge when to 
fire, so as to give hima favorabie but not an 
unfair start. Callister, in full knowledge of 
these facts, remained as judgeof the start to 
protect the club’s interests and the record.’’ 

In this much Johnson is vindicated as to the 
charge that Kittleman gave ‘him an unfair 
Start. Mr. Billings then examines the matter 
of the time, showing that it was asaccurate as 
modern time-keeping methods could possibly 
make it. He concludes by saying: ; 

‘*ithbere are two reasons why Johnson was 
likely to perform this feat: First, the track 
was andis faster than any cinder path could 
possibly be under any circumstances, as it 
possesses all the elasticity of a cinder path 
with a surface, smoothness and firmness pro- 
duced by the clay top dressing packed by roll- 
ing, that can not be obtained in any other 
way. Second, that Johnson would undoubt- 
ediy run ftasterin an easy bandicap thanin a 
close, pinching race where the _ result 
wouild be in doubt until the 
finish, is the judgment of leading author- 
ities here who know him y;and his tempera- 
ment. Ilfully believethat Johnson beat the 
recordon afast track, ina race particularly 
suited to him and that heran the full distance 
inthe time specified. That Johnson has on 
several oecasions run 100 yards in 10 seconds 
is admitted, and that on cinder paths where 
the footing is much looser than onthe track 
of the Cleveland Athietic Park Company.’’ 

Of the watches held on Johnson, tour regis- 
tered 93-5 seconds and two94-5, the latter 
record being adopted according to the custom.
